the main principle, of difference in grinding and 
finishing, between the usual mode, and the plan of 
Mr. Hoe, by which these are ground. The first is 
very easily described, because it is by a process 
with which all are familiar ; merely that of hold- 
ing the Saw upon a grindstone, by hand, and press- 
ing it backward and forward untilitis ground bright, 
and so nearly true, measuring with the eye, as may 
be thought will make it answer its purposes. 
The 


practiced eye, and skillful hand will, in this case, of 
course, put a truer finish to the article than the 
unskilfuf, but any Mechanic can see that the ex- 
actness of mechanical perfection can never be at- 
tained in this mode by the longest practice, how- 
ever skillful. 


On the other hand, Mr. Hoe's plan, by which 


these Saws are ground, consists of what we be- 
lieve is termed a " lap," formed of a large, massive, 
leaden wheel, with its face covered with Emery, 
and strongly Iron bound, to prevent its flving to 
pieces from the centrifugal force of its high and 
rapid motion, with a planed iron plate embedded 


i upon a carriage passing forward and backward be- 
neath the wheel. On this plate of the carriage, 
the rough saw plate is placed,where it is, by means 
of gearing, graduated by raising or lowering, to 
suit the required amount of cutting or grinding, and 
thus run through under the wheel, which is of im- 
mense weight and pressure, and is whirled with 
such almost inconceivable velocity of motion that 
it appears, by both operation and sound, to not onlv 
scrape it dowv. in a w&mtnt, with a perfect blaze of 
fire flying oil . t a tangent from the wheel where 
it is in contact with the Saw plate, but to complete 
the business of grinding toaperjlct triteness with a 
single scrape on each side of the plate. Such is 
this plan of rendering mechanically 'perfect the
